The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although 
most of the individual method steps and individual devices claimed can be found in 
isolation in the prior art, there is no motive in the art of record to combine all of them into 
a method for feeding material to a combinational weigher. For example, the "revolving 
scales" and the independently controlled. endless conveyors are shown by the examples 
of Baker (US # 6,407, 346) and Kee et al (US # 4,874,049), respectively, but there is no 
motive to either combine them together, or use either one of these devices either apart 
or together as a in-feed device for a combinational weigher, such as the devices shown 
by Edwards et al (US # 4,821 ,820) or Nakamura (US # 4,615,403).
